The Ministry wishes to refer to subsequent agreements between 
the Government of the Republic of Cuba and the Government of the 
United States of America to continue applying the Maritime Boundary 
Agreement provisionally for successive two-year periods, most 
recently from December 3 1 , 2007, via the notes exchanged on 
December 12, 2005 and March 30, 2006. 

The Ministry, representing the Government of the Republic of 
Cuba, has the honor to propose that the terms of the Maritime 
Boundary Agreement of December 16, 1977 continue to be applied on 
a provisional basis beginning January 1 , 2008, for a period of two 
years, pending its permanent entry into force on the date of the 
exchange of instruments of ratification.

definitive entry into force on the date of exchange of instruments of ratification, is 
acceptable to the Government of the United States of America, and that the 
Ministry's note and the Department's note in reply shall constitute an agreement 
between the Government of the United States of America and the Government of 
the Republic of Cuba, which enters into force on the date of this note.
